The flowers are white. small individu- 
aily, but in flat-topped clusters about 3 
inches across and bloom from mid- to 
late spring. While the flowers add to the 
veneral decorative effect, they are 
scarcely outstanding and certainly not 
in the same class for floral beauty as 
Charles and doublefile viburnums. 

By autumn, however, the story is dif- 
ferent. The species of surpassing beauty 
in flower make little if any display of 
berries, while the fruits of tea viburnums 
are nothing short of breath-taking. As 
the weeks go by, the richly-colored ber- 
ries take on the lucent stage of brilliance 
which must have gladdened the weary 
pilgrims plodding up the endless steps of 
Omei-shan. Typically, the berries are a 
-rilliant red. The form which has orange- 
yellow berries is called aurantiacum. The 
drooping clusters are at their best in 
October and early November, but in 
favorable seasons they persist into the 
new year. 


Soil Requirements 


The soil preferences of this shrub are 
not different from its better 
known relatives. Deep preparation of the 
site is usually very important; this should 
entail trenching to a depth of at least 24% 
feet, discarding poor soil and replacing 
it with loamy, acid compost, well-rotted 
manure and 4 or 5 handfuls of a com- 
plete chemical fertilizer. Branches and 
litter may be used in the bottom third 
of the hole if the other materials are in 
short supply. This roughage well below 
the roots acts both as a drainage layer 
and as a moisture reservoir. Late autumn 
or early winter planting is often pre- 
ferable to setting out new plants in the 
spring. but planting any time during the 
dormant season is satisfactory.

New Books 


By ESTHER C. GRAYSON 


FUN WITH FLOWERS by Julia Clem- 
ents. Illus. 144 pages. My Garden 
Ltd., London, England. $3.00. 


“Fun with Flowers” is an attractive 
picture book of flower arrangements ac- 
companied by adequate text written by 
Julia Clements. a member of the staff of 
the English magazine My Garden. 

Of the 115 full page plates, nine are 
American and the rest English arrange- 
ments. The chief interest in this book 
to American arrangers will be a com- 
parison of techniques.

chrysanthemum grower is the chapter 
entitled “Signs of Trouble.” ‘in which 
symptoms of unthriftiness and disease or 
insect infestation are listed with their 
cause. Sprays, dusts and soil steriliza- 
tion in its various forms complete the 
section on hygiene. 

The several full and _ enlightening 
chapters on pinching and disbudding 
are accompanied by an ingenious chart 
which indicates exactly the correct final 
pinching date for any variety. All one 
needs to know is its natural blooming 
date. The chapter on breeding is also 
outstanding in its clearly put general 
and. specific information. 

Part III, under the general heading 
of Special Cultures. opens with a chap- 
ter on “Synanthy and Decorative Plant- 
ing.” Synanthy (its meaning is the coa- 
lescence of adjacent floral parts) is a 
word derived from the Greek and was 
dug from oblivion by the authors and is 
used to describe “decorative arrange- 
ments of flowers or flowering plants .. . 
harmoniously combined to arouse emo- 
tional effects.” Its application by the 
Scotts is to both landscape effects and 
flower arrangements. This reviewer can 
only say that a short, handy word to sub- 
stitute for the long. awkward term 
“flower arrangement” would be most 
welcome. Long life to the coined mean- 
ing of Synanthy!

AVE you reached the point where you 
can’t devote as many hours to your 
garden as you would like to? Do 

you have other commitments which con- 
sume a major portion of your time, or 
must you, for some reason, be away from 
home for several months? If this is 
true, then it’s time to start working 
toward a planting that demands less time 
but will be equally as rewarding. 

Draw your plants from natives of 
countries having a climate like your own. 
For every West Coast climate there is a 
wide choice of easy growing material. In 
southern and central California use 
South African bulbs and shrubs. The 
native California mimulus (diplacus) 
hybrids are now available in glorious 
shades of gold, cardinal and Saturn red. 

Gazania 
splendens hybrids can also be had _ in 
various reds, buff and copper. The 
flowers of the white gazania, which have 
a broad, white-spotted black band 
around a dull gold center, come out in 
fog as well as in sun.

awards in leading rose shows throughout 
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CTOBER 29 to November 5 will be 
National Flower Week. This is the 
sixth year it has been promoted by 

the Society of American Florists as a 
means of stimulating flower conscious- 
ness, and from all indications it will be a 
bigger event this year than at any time in 
the past. 

Although National Flower Week is 
primarily a florists’ affair, there is every 
reason to believe that garden groups in 
many areas could contribute to its ef- 
fectiveness and, in return for their effort, 
derive some benefit themselves. Coopera- 
tive enterprise in most communities bene- 
fits all participants, and since florists and 
gardeners have much in common it 
would seem there’s plenty of opportunity 
for doing each other some good. 

National Flower Week has many po- 
tentialities for every group that is in 
any way interested in flowers and it 
would be rather shortsighted not to 
make the most of it. 


°VE just been reading a technical re- 

port entitled “The toxic effects in 
man of the anticholinesterase insecticide 
parathion (p-nitrophenyl diethyl thio- 
nophosphate)”—what you might call a 
heavy-reading story of the extreme pen- 
alty for not paying attention to labels. 
Although this extraordinarily effective 
insecticide has been in use commercially 
only a little more than a year, and is not 
available to the general public at all, it 
has thus far been responsible for six 
deaths, four near-deaths and 30 more or 
less serious illnesses. 

Most labels are not so demanding as 
those that accompany parathion, and the 
disregard of them, fortunately, has far 
less dire consequences. But humans and 
animals can be made seriously ill or even 
killed by the gross misuse of many stand- 
ard insecticides and fungicides; most 
plants can easily be injured or killed by 
improper use of sprays, fertilizers, etc.; 
and even if nothing is injured, time and 
money can be wasted by the use of such 
materials in a way that renders them in- 
effective. 

The instructions printed on the labels 





of almost everything we buy for the 
garden are important, and we make a 
serious mistake when we disregard them. 
Sometimes, of course, the manufacture1 
is partly to blame for providing instruc- 
tions that are difficult, if not impossible, 
for the average person to follow. In such 
cases, however, it’s wise to seek expert 
advice, preferably from one’s state agri- 
cultural college or experiment station. 


T’S especially appropriate, I think, 

that this issue of FLower Grower, 
in which roses are so prominently fea- 
tured, should contain the notice of a 
memorial to  rosedom’s outstanding 
leader and FLower Grower’s outstand- 
ing contributor—the late J. Horace Mc- 
Farland. On page 8 will be found the 
announcement by Dr. W. L. Ayres, presi- 
dent of the American Rose Society, of 
the establishment of a fund to provide 
perpetual McFarland Memorial Trophies 
to be awarded at rose shows throughout 
the country. Every FLower Grower 
reader who enjoyed Dr. McFarland’s ar- 
ticles, which appeared in this magazine 
for 25 years up until the time of his 
death two years ago, will, I’m sure, feel 
a desire to contribute to the fund that 
will help keep his memory alive. Any 
contribution, however small, will serve 
that end.

NE of the loveliest pleasures a rose garden offers is its 

appeal to our sense of color. Yet many gardens are less

Certainly, color nomenclature is in a state of confusion 
s0 far as roses are concerned.

Fall Planting of Roses 


You'll have more time now than in

Flower Arrangement in Great Britain 


Today this art is an outlet for creative expression once used in other ways 


By JULIA CLEMENTS

DISCUSSION of flower arrangement 
trends in Great Britain could start 
with 1830, when some of the first 
recognized shows in England were held, 
or with the fabulous era of the 1900’s, 
when exhibits were staged mostly by 
lords and their head gardeners. But

I think the word “Today” should be add- 
ed to my title, as that is as good a start- 
ing point as any. 

We in England are not nearly as dd- 
vauced as you in America in the art of 
arranging flowers. Anyone who has vis- 
ited flower shows or attended garden 
club meetings in America and who has 
also seen their counterparts in England 
will know I am speaking the truth. You 
may not understand why a nation such 


as Great Britain, with the greatest num- 
ber of garden owners per capita in the 
world, has not followed the vogue for 
flower arranging with greater zest. Yet 
the fact that we are a nation of garden 
owners is really the answer: we are more 
intent upon growing flowers than upon 
arranging them. 

At any one of the thousands of sum- 
mer flower shows which make up the 
pattern of our village life. you will find 








that garden club members will enter 
several classes, including those of special 
varieties of flowers and, of course, veg- 
etables, as we must eat. The flower 
arranging class often seems to be thrown 
in for good measure and is usually word- 
ed: “A vase of mixed summer flowers.” 
This class, coupled, perhaps, with a 
class for table decorations, constitutes 
the entire flower arranging section. Un- 
like schedules in America, the wording 
in most of our schedules has not been 
changed for years. Our shows are com- 
posed of 80—often 90—per cent horti- 
cultural exhibits and 10 per cent or less 
flower arrangement, whereas when I 
visited your country I found the opposite. 

Perhaps your interest in flower arrang- 
ing is greater because the American 
woman has more leisure than we do. If 
you don’t believe me, you should try 
being an English housewife for a time. 
I wonder, too, if it is because once you 
Americans get started on something you 
pursue it to the end with a do-or-die 
spirit as if you haven't a moment to 
lose. This may explain the amazing 
progress America has made in an art 
practiced in Europe many, many years 
before the idea reached American shores. 

During my visits to America I admired 
tremendously the hard-working flower 
show committees and the original and 
imaginative schedules and classes. Per- 
haps we are not over-ready to accept 
new ideas, as we are so accustomed to

Give Us Flowers, Too! 


You can have a pageant of native 


flowering trees in your own garden 
By CAROLINE DORMON, (La.) 


HAT is a tree, and what is a shrub? It’s impossible 

to draw an arbitrary line separating the two for the 

simple reason that some species fall into both classi- 
fications. Loosely, though, a shrub is a woody plant with 
three or more stems eventually growing to a height of not 
more than 10 feet—some say 8 feet. A tree has a single 
stem not less than 2 inches in diameter and a more or less 
spreading crown. It should grow at least 15 feet tall. 

Our common dogwood, for example, is usually considered 
a tree; but it can be handled as a large shrub with several 
stems. Winter huckleberry. on the other hand, is often a 
twiggy shrub, yet I have seen specimens 20 feet high. 

Many exotic trees were in cultivation long before native 
plants began receiving their due attention. but I will only 
consider American flowering trees here. Even this covers a 
wide range, so I shall again limit myself to those of low- 
growing form. 

Shadblows should hold a warm spot in the heart of every- 
one for they give us our very first promise of spring. It is 
always a delightful surprise to see their feathery whiteness 
among wintry-looking trees. There are many species to be 
found in the eastern states. but Amelanchier canadensis is 
the most widely distributed and the (Continued on page 41)

F you plan to enter your daffodils in 
a show next spring, be sure to plant 
top-quality bulbs in well-prepared soil. 
This will give you a head start on that 


blue ribbon. Work decayed organic 
matter, with a dusting of superphos- 


phate, into the 8 or 10 inches of soil 
immediately below the bulbs. which 
should be 5 to 6 inches below the sur- 
face. Give them a litter mulch before 
frost. 


But all your care may not be enough 
to win a prize. Every variety has its own 
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Boutrelle 


peculiarities. Some show faults clearly; 
few can be considered perfect. Freshness 
and condition are of first importance. 
Judges pass up flowers that are faded or 
which have been damaged by weather or 
injured by incompetent handling. 
Substance is very important. The 
perianth segments should have a _ thick, 
strong texture likely to endure. They 
should be broad, smooth, uniformly over- 
lapping and large enough to provide a 
pleasing balance in relation to the size 
of the cup. Judges favor clearly outlined

Tips for Northern Gardeners 


ND so it is autumn; the fruitful soil 
has yielded another harvest and 
barns are full. Fields have a clean- 

swept look as over hill and dale nature in- 
dulges in one last magnificent pageant. 
So intense are the fall colors that at 
night the pure yellows give off a golden 
glow. In the garden, gaps appear in the 
ranks of vegetable rows and the flower 
display is patchy, with only a_ few 
blooms, many stiff, dry stems and bare 
earth. For many plants the cycle of the 
season has run its course. 


Improving the Soil 


What we do to the soil now will 
greatly influence next year’s harvest and 
those of the years to come. Cover light 
soils, particularly those on slopes, with 
rye or rye grass (14 pound per 100 
square feet). Soils of lreavy clay or silt 
should be dug at least 12 inches deep and 
the earth thrown up in rough ridges; 
this will expose the soil to the ice and 
snow of winter. Hydrated lime, applied 
at the rate of 30 pounds per 1.000 square 
feet at digging time, will help improve 
soil structure. On a slope dig the ridges 
crosswise; then cover with manure, 
straw, leaves or compost if available. 


MOVING A TREE 


1 Start by digging a circular trench 
about a foot wide some 3 feet from 
the trunk, cutting all roots cleanly. 
Reduce ball about a foot by combing 
soil from roots with a spading fork.

Make this mulch thick enough to pre- 
vent erosion but not so deep that it pre- 
vents the soil from freezing, as frost is a 
valuable agent in improving heavy soils. 


Fall Planting 


Take advantage of good weather in 
early fall to do all the planting possible. 
Evergreens may still be transplanted ex- 
cept in the more northerly sections, as 
discussed in the September Pointers. 
Deciduous trees and shrubs may now be 
transplanted in all sections, as well as 
fruit trees and bushes. Plants set out in 
the fall have a head start over those set 
out in the spring. Nurserymen are less 
rushed now, too. ° 

Birch and dogwood trees brought from 
woodlands should not be transplanted in 
the fall, although nursery-grown speci- 
mens should be successful. Magnolias, 
sour gum, Oriental cherry, hawthorn, 
firethorn (pyracantha) and cotoneaster 
are best transplanted in the spring. 


Lilaes 


Fall is the ideal time to set out lilacs. 
Order them by name, not by color. 
Varieties like Etna. a red lilac; Edith 
Cavell, white; Lucie Baltet, pale laven-

der; Adelaide Dunbar, dark red; and 
President Lincoln, blue, are among the 
better hybrids. For something different, 
try one or two Preston hybrids. 

Lilacs are grafted onto privet or raised 
from cuttings. If raised from cuttings, 
the lilacs are on their own roots. When 
planting grafted lilacs, set the plants 
deep enough so that the lilac stems are 
beneath the soil. These lilac stems will 
soon root and smother out the privet 
roots, so you will have no privet suckers 
to battle. 


Moving Shrubs and Trees 


Heavy shrubs and good-sized trees may 
now be moved successfully; you need 
not wait until all the leaves have fallen. 
You will need a ball of soil around the 
roots if the tree is from 15 to 20 feet tall, 
with a trunk 4 inches or more in diam- 
eter. Start some 3 feet away from the 
trunk and dig a circular trench, cutting 
all roots off cleanly. Then, using a dig- 
ging fork, comb the soil from the roots 
to reduce the ball of soil by a foot or 
more all the way around. Keep the loose 
roots covered with burlap. Then, work 
under the ball and sever the lower roots.

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Know Your 


Here are five popular rose 
types, tips on culture and 


their uses in the garden 
By FRED A. MORLEY 


VERYONE loves roses. but it’s easier 

to love them than to understand their 
classification! And so when the begin- 
ning rose fancier sets out to choose 
plants for his garden he’s likely to run 
into considerable confusion. 

The purpose of this Ready-Reference 
Chart is to provide a means of dis- 
tinguishing the more popular types of 
roses, to list some of the better varieties 
in each type and to show how each type 
may be used in the garden. 

Besides the five types illustrated. there 
are others that are often found in rose 
catalogues and in gardening literature. 
The distinctions. as might be expected, 
are not always hard-and-fast.. and dif- 
ferent types often overlap. 

Similar in appearance to the hybrid 
teas are the hybrid perpetuals. Their 
growth, however, is more vigorous, they’re 
somewhat hardier and their blooming 
habits differ. The hybrid perpetual makes 
a grand display in June and July but 
bears few flowers during the rest of the 
season, The hybrid tea blooms more con- 
sistently from June till frost. 

“Climbing” roses are often divided 
into three or even four separate classes 
—climbers, ramblers, pillars and trailers 
(or creepers)—but it’s difficult to de- 
cide just where one class ends and 
another begins. 

Floribundas are of comparatively re- 
cent origin and represent an improved, 
though slightly less hardy, form of the 
polyantha or cluster-flowered type of 
rose. Although the distinction is not pre- 
cise, “floribunda” now refers to the larg- 
er-flowered and “polyantha” to the 
smailer-flowered varieties.

Lycoris aurea requires a sandy loose 
soil and full sun. Its dormant season 
lasts about six weeks, from Jure 1 to 
July 5. Bulb should not be completely 
dried off but replanted as soon as pos- 
sible. Feed lightly with a good bulb 
food containing boron and potash. 

Curcuma, both petiolata and zeodaria, 
do best in half shade.

Editor's Note: Sodium selenate is a chem- 
ical solution which is absorbed by the 
plant roots and thence throughout the 
plant. Mites are sucking insects which 
feed on the plant juices. When they 
suck the juices of a plant treated with 
sodium selenate they are poisoned. The 
treated soil must not be used for growing 
edible plants, as sodium selenate is also 
poisonous to man. In his article, “In- 
sects on House Plants,” in the February 
1949 FLower Grower, W. D. Holley 
advises a dosage of 1 gram of pure so- 
dium selenate to 3 gallons of water and 
warns against allowing any of the sodium 
selenate solution to get on plant foliage.

When a _ considerable number of 
roses are to be planted, with wide 


paths left between the beds, the sim- 
plest way to enjoy their color is to 
plant one variety in each bed. How- 
ever, if roses of several different colors 
are planted in one large bed, the col- 
ors will not clash as readily as would 
a few colors in a small bed. The asso- 
ciation of a variety of colors in a mass 
does not allow the eye to form an im- 
pression of either harmony or contrast. 
Yet. when only two unassociated colors 
are planted together, the eye is able to 
compare one with the other and regis- 
ter the impression that the combina- 
tion is not a pleasing one. 

There are a number of miniature and 
dwarf polyantha now available 
for border accents and many attractive 
shrub roses for background plantings, 
but there are some instances where 
other plants may be used to advantage. 


roses 


If a desired color combination is not 
obtainable with roses alone, certain 
other flowers which will blend in color 
may be associated with them. These, 


however. should be relegated to the role 
of embellishments and used only in 
borders or in the background. Violas. 
pansies, portulaca, English daisies, nigel- 
las, nemesias and other low-growing ma- 
terial may be used for bordering rose- 
beds. Save tall-growing plants for the 
background; clumps of sweet peas 
planted alternately with pillar roses give 
a pleasing effect. Try to select plants 
whose best display of bloom coincides 
with that of the roses or plants which 
have a long flowering period. 


Blending Colors 


The successful blending of colors in 
the rose garden is not a difficult prob- 
lem, as the color range of the genus 
Rosa reaches from the snow white of 
Frau Kart DruscHki to the deep black- 
ish crimson of Nicut. There are even 
shades of blue, violet, purple, lavender 
and gray in some varieties such as VEIL- 
CHENBLAU, VIOLETTE, CARDINAL DE 
RicHELIEU and Gray Peart. 

For best effects, keep dark varieties 
away from dark backgrounds, because 
when they are so placed, their coloring 
is lost. It is better to group them among 
white, yellow or light pink varieties.

Scarlet crimsons do not show to best 
advantage when planted near crimson 
maroons or deep velvety crimsons. If the 
predominating color is red, paler varie- 
ties should also be planted to provide 
contrast. 

When pink is the paramount color, the 
bed may be highlighted by planting, 
here and there. a variety having blooms 
of scarlet or flame. The orange and yel- 
low shades also help to pep up the pinks. 
The carmine pinks, in particular. should 
have white or pale yellow for contrast. 
Roses with marked hues of orange, terra 
cotta and similar shades 
planted near cream or white varieties.

Mme. Jules Bouche is a full, fragrant 


white rose with a pale primrose center, 
its double blooms cool, snowy accents. 


White, cream-colored and soft yellow 
roses will harmonize with almost any 
other color. 


For a pleasing effect, plant salmon 
pinks near varieties with blooms of rich 
orange, cerise or flame. Here they show 
to better advantage than if planted with 
the light pinks, whites or yellows. The 
pale pinks may gradually deepen to the 
full rose pinks and should be kept apart 
from the flesh and salmon pink types. 
The pale pinks, however, look well in 
association with the dark crimson roses. 
In mixing pinks. the effect is better if 
the softer and richer shades are blended 
with brighter colors. 

As a rule, the brightly colored va- 
rieties are most popular for massing, |ut 
you can achieve a delicate and restful 
effect by grouping the softer or paler 
shades.

is probably the earliest to bloom and 
certainly one of the finest. The inch-wide 
flowers are borne in loose clusters on 
long pedicels. giving a lovely effect of 
ciriness. A 20-foot, spreading tree in full 
bloom is an unforgettable sight. The big, 
red-purple fruit, which ripens in the fall, 
is edible. 

A similar plum is P. americana, which 
is more widely distributed but not quite 
so handsome. Both like rich, light soil 
on well drained slopes. They also sucker 
to some extent but not enough to become 
a nuisance. 

Another attractive species, P. mun- 
soniana, is much worse in this respect 
and should be planted only on large 
grounds. It has masses of small snowy 
flowers in early spring and clusters of 
shiny red fruits in mid-summer. It pre- 
fers a heavy, rich soil. Chickasaw plum, 
P. angustifolia, suckers the worst of all, 
soon forming thickets. The red and 
yellow fruits are sweet and juicy but 
the flowers rather inconspicuous. This 
should never be planted where space is a 
factor. 

One of the most charming plums is 
P. umbellata. In the open the trees are 
low and beautifully rounded with slender 
drooping branches. It blooms a little 
later than the Mexican plum and has 
tight clusters of smail flowers appearing 
in snowy From midsummer 
to fall the twigs droop with the weight 
of small, bright fruits which range in 
color from deep pink to blue-black. It 
prefers a loose, well-drained soil and 
never suckers. This beautiful species is 
almost never seen in cultivation—nor in 
catalogues. 


The Redbud 


masses. 


All of this whiteness offers the perfect 
foil for the brilliant color of redbud or 
Judastree, Cercis canadensis. This low- 
growing tree blooms with the shadblows 
and wild plums and when seen at its 
best is truly spectacular. The unusual 
color will tolerate no competition, and 
care should be taken never to plant it 
near shrubs which hold bright red fruits 
until early spring. A breath-taking effect 
may be obtained on large grounds by 
massing redbuds where they will be seen 
through a frame of bare branches of 
taller deciduous trees. One or two nurs- 
eries offer Cercis canadensis alba which 
is exquisite in its purity. All redbuds 
ask for a rich, heavy soil which is either 
mildly acid or neutral. 


Crabapples 


Why our native crabapples are seldom 
seen in cultivation is another horticul- 
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tural mystery since ours lack only the 
bright red fruits seen on some of the 
Asiatic species. Malus angustifolia is 
the most widely distributed species and 
shows great variation. It is a low, wide 
crowned tree with relatively narroy 
leaves and masses of shell pink, ver 
fragrant flowers. The greenish fruit i- 
small and hangs in clusters. M. coronaria 
an eastern species, is probably the hand 
somest. The drooping flowers are ofte: 
2 inches in diameter and have prominen 
golden anthers. The tree is large, even 
tually reaching a height of 25 feet, and 
seldom flowers until 10 feet tall. 

The prairie crab, M. ioensis, occurs 
in several varieties and is my first crab 
apple to bloom, coming in early March. 
It is a low tree and flowers when 6 feet

canadensis and has showier flowers. 


tall. The large, almost white flowers cover 
the plant and form a charming picture 
combined with the pink buds. Oddly 
enough, the last to bloom is M. ivensis 
palmeri which is a larger tree with al- 
most white flowers blooming two monthis 
later. All our native crabapples possess 
a unique and distractingly sweet per- 
fume. They are easy to please as to soil 
but prefer it to be on the heavy side. 


Hawthorns 


Closely related to the crabapples are 
the hawthorns which constitute an even 
more neglected group. They fascinated 
tiie late Charles Sprague Sargent wo 
named and described more than a hun- 
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died species. The beautiful Washington 
hawthorn, Crataegus phaenopyrum, is 
one of the few offered by nurseries. It 
is a spreading tree with maplelike leaves 
and masses of small white flowers in 
spring and glistening red fruits which 
cling all winter. 

A similar species. C. viridis. 
thickets in low, rich ground in the South. 
One of the most graceful hawthorns is 
C. spathulata. It has masses of tiny shin- 
ing leaves, a sheet of small flowers in 
spring and little gleaming red fruits all 
winter. The tree “weeps” delightfully in 
the open. Those in the C. punctata group 
are low and wide-spreading with much 
larger flowers. Louisiana has the dis- 
tinction of offering C. brachyacantha, a 
hawthorn with blue fruits that is a charm- 
ing sight when in full fruit. The Louisi- 
ana-French name for it is Pomette Bleu. 

All the hawthorns mentioned prefer 
heavy, rich soil, but there are two which 
will thrive in sandy soil. These are 
parsley hawthorn, C. apiifolia; often a 
shrub with daintily cut leaves, and C. 
drymophila, not much larger. The. latter 
is the earliest to bloom; the exquisite 
flesh-colored flowers coming with the 
unfolding leaves. Rose colored anthers 
add the last touch of beauty. These have 
all been tested in cultivation and have 
fire blight as their only enemy. It is 
not advisable to plant them near pears. 
There are other attractive hawthorns and 
all are effective either as single speci- 
mens or massed in hedgerows. 


forms 


Dogwoods 


Before the late hawthorns have 
flowered, our beloved dogwood. Cornus 
florida. steals the show. Whether viewing 
a specimen gleaming on a lawn. or feast- 
ing the eye on its virginal beauty in a 
woodland, everyone falls under its spell. 
It has the reputation of being difficult 
tu grow but if nursery grown plants are 
secured there should be little trouble. 
The pink-flowering form is attractive and 
supplies a nice accent. For some reason 
it demands more water than the type. 

Two of the tiny-flowered dogwoods 
sometimes grow large enough to be called 
trees. The charm of C. asperifolia con- 
sists of its panicles of white, red-stemmed 
truits. C. alternifolia is similar but has 


blue berries. Both of these demand 
heavy, rich soil. 
Fringe Tree 

Chionanthus virginicus crowds dog- 


wood for a place in the sun. Its delicate 
white flowers have given it the appro- 
priate name of fringe tree. Personally. I 
prefer it when treated as a shrub but. 
if left alone, it eventually becomes a tree 
20 feet tall with a trunk 6 inches in 
diometer. It delights in a light soil with 
plnty of humus. Worthy of attention 
anong the early-blooming trees and 
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shrubs is Halesia diptera. the silverbell. 
Just as the leaves are appearing the 
twigs are covered with dainty white bells. 
A close relative is Styrax grandifolia. 
which comes a little later, with flowers 
like orange blossoms and almost as frag- 
rant. Both of these trees are easy to grow 
and add much to the spring pagaent. An- 
other charmer is Vaccinium arboreum 
which calls for close inspection as the 
sprays of tiny white flowers are like lily- 
of-the-valley with a delicate perfume. The 
tree-huckleberry resents transplanting, so 
small balled plants should be secured. 
It likes a light soil which is well drained. 
Buckeyes 

Aesculus octandra is almost too large 
to be considered in the present group 
of trees but there is an attractive buck- 
eye native to.the Piedmont region that 
fits in admirably. A georgiana is a spread- 
ing tree with showy panicles of yellow 
and red flowers. 

After the flood of spring flowers has 
passed, it is consoling to find a small 
tree (or large shrub) that carries over 
into summer. Cyrilla racemiflora bridges 
the gap nicely by coming along in June. 
The numerous divergent creamy white 
sprays are very dainty and. by the way. 
wonderful for flower arrangements. It 
is evergreen in the South. set off by an 
occasional crimson leaf. This one likes 
rich ground—acid and with lots of 
humus. Sourwood, Oxydendrum arbo- 
reum, puts forth its long delicate sprays 
of fragrant small flowers about the same 
time. Even without its flowers. sour- 
wood would be well worth growing for 
its unmatched color in early fall. It wants 
a good loamy soil and some moisture. 

Three of our most fascinating small 


trees belong to the camellia family: 
stewartia, Gordonia lasianthus and G. 
alatamaha. the “lost franklinia. (Edit. 


note: Gordonia alatamaha is now called 
Franklinia alatamaha, according to the 
second edition of Bailey’s “Manual.” 
1949.) Frankly, I have found these won- 
derful species difficult to grow, but I have 
learned their requirements. They must 
have a rich soil but not tight and heavy. 
water and good drainage. Here in the 
Gulf states they like protection from 
aflernoon sun. 

Gordonia lasianthus is a beautiful ever- 
green which affords a lovely setting for 
its creamy white flowers. It wants plenty 
of water and blooms all summer if happy. 
Fianklinia has flowers that are more 
cupped than those of G. lasianthus and 
with crimped petals. The tree is decidu- 
ous and also blooms over a period of 
several months. 

Our witch hazels, Hamamelis _ vir- 
giniana and H. macrophylla, begin to 
flower when shrub-size, but become 
slender trees up to 20 feet in height. 
Their fringy yellow flowers are a great 
joy in late fall and early winter.

flower two weeks earlier than those 
planted 7 inches deep. Large- and me- 
dium-sized bulbs of the same _ variety, 
planted at the same time, will also show 
a wide range of blooming dates. By ob- 
serving these rules a gardener can have 
the enjoyment of a given variety over a 
longer period. 

For extended enjoyment of tulips, it 
might also be wise to divide your initial 
investment among the various classes to 
include early, medium-early, early May- 
flowering and late-flowering varieties. 
The showy kaufmanniana hybrids and 
Red Emperors open the parade. Next 
come the single and double early groups, 
then the May-flowering doubles and 


triumphs, early Darwins and cottage 
types, and finally the late Darwins. There 
are also many intermediates and season- 
bridgers. 

A few of the very last to bloom among 
the Darwins are BLuE Rippon, Ras Tar- 
FARI (blackish), Aristocrat (pink 
tints), INSURPASSABLE (orchid), Victory 
(deep scarlet), NepHiros (yellow) and 
AVALANCHE (white). Also among the 
late-blooming kinds are some breeders: 
CuersBourc (golden amber), J. J. Bouw- 
MAN (light orange tints), CHEYENNE 
(light geranium red and carmine), Gov. 
STUYVESANT (warm golden brown) and 
Louis XIV (purple and gold). There 
are many others which linger longer than

Culture No Secret 


What’s the secret in safeguarding these 
treasures of the garden, bringing them 
back for return performances every year? 
There’s no secret, just the adherence to 
a few simple practices. 

Plant your bulbs at least 6 inches deep 
in poor but never soggy soil. Planting 
7 to 8 inches deep will certainly keep 
them out of reach of year-round garden 
pests like squirrels, chipmunks, rabbits. 
moles and mice. After the plants have 
finished blooming. leave the foliage on 
ior two or three weeks: then remove by 
grasping the stem and leaves close to 
the ground and twisting rapidly. Stir 
the soil with a cultivator and sprinkle 
the spot lightly with bonemeal. Then 
forget it. Heavy feeding attracts bugs 
and blight and induces’ exhaustion 
through splitting and heavy root growth. 
In abandoned and _ totally forgotten 
gardens tulips have survived for 50 years 
without any food except what was at 
hand in the immediate vicinity. 

Those who waver between lifting tulips 
annually or leaving them in the place 
where they bloomed should weigh the 
hazards of lifting against the safety 
of ground storage. True, the Dutch propa- 
gators lift their bulbs annually and their 
agents have assiduously lectured about 
this so-called necessary process, They 
forget that strictly cultural needs are 
not always the best where facilities are 
limited, seasons differ and help is scarce 
and uninformed. 


Enemies and Evils 


There are more enemies and evils 
ready to pounce upon lifted bulbs than 
upon those left in the ground. Think of 
the mildews. insects. rodents. 
carelessness. accidents in 


human 
storage. loss 
of labels and the double labor involved 
when bulbs are brought above ground 
for their “recommended” three to five 
months’ rest and curing. If it is at all 
possible and fitting in the general garden

copper varieties, seem to have inherited 
this tendency, but since fall planting has 
become more popular, even they are now 
rarely afflicted. Also, a greater know- 
ledge of proper storage conditions has 
improved the quality of spring-shipped 
plants during the past few years. They 
are not equal, however, to those which 
have spent the winter in contact with 
the soil. 

Roses do best when planted in a rich, 
loamy soil, but they are quite tolerant of 
various types of soil. They do, however, 
demand adequate drainage. The hole 
in which the rose bush is to be planted 
should be dug amply large to accom- 
modate all the roots without crowding or 
crossing. All damaged roots should be 
cut back to healthy tissue and any which 
are extremely long shortened so that 
they conform with the average length 
of the others. 


Planting Depth 


According to experiments conducted 
by the Chicago Regional Rose Society, 
winter loss can be held to a minimum 
if the bud-union is placed at ground 
level. the average beginner 
may neglect to give the plant adequate 
winter protection. Therefore, if the bud-

face, the plant is less liable to winter

union is below the sur- 
injury and is much easier to protect. 
Too deep planting is not advisable, but 
a Thomas A. Edison rose planted in my 
garden 18 years ago with the bud-union 
6 inches below the ground level is still 
thriving and receives no winter protec- 
tion. In heavy, soggy soil, rot is likely 
to occur at the bud-union if it is too far 
below the surface. This is also the place 
where crown gall may occur. If you do 
not give the plants adequate winter pro- 
tection, place the bud-union about an 
inch below the surface. The bud-union 
is recognizable as a swelling or knob 
on the lower part of the stem where the 
rose variety grafted. on the root- 
stock.

Mounding Earth 


All whether spring- or fall- 
planted, should be covered with a mound 
of earth after they are in the ground. In 
spring planting, this mound is removed 
about ten days later; it only serves the 
purpose of keeping the canes from dry- 
ing before the roots begin to function. 
In the fall, the mound of earth should 
remain over the plant until early spring; 
this is the same form of protection given 
established plants. The mound should 
be 8 or 10 inches high, but it may be

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or want exercise. In many parts of the 
country, the unprotected growth above 
the mound will freeze back. After the 
ground is frozen, a mulch of straw, or 
any other material that will shade the 
ground, has definite value. In areas 
where there is continuous freezing and 
thawing through the winter months, this 
mulch will prevent heaving and tearing 
of the roots. 

The degree of hardiness of the various 
hybrid teas, the older teas and both 
the small- and large-flowered polyanthas 
varies to some extent but not enough to 
justify different treatment. The small- 
flowered polyanthas may not require pro- 
tection in some localities, as they are 
somewhat more hardy than the others; in 
other sections, they may freeze back 
badly if not protected. Climbing or pil- 
lar roses that have proven their hardiness 
in your garden require no protection. 
Others may be laid on the ground and 
covered with soil or a heavy mulch dur- 
ing winter. 

The varieties that we consider the 
most tender are usually those which are 
susceptible to foliage diseases. The odds 
are against the survival of a plant that 
has been defoliated by disease or pests. 
Neither is difficult to control if a sched- 
ule of preventive dusting or spraying 
has been maintained during the sum- 
mer months. Several good materials are 
now available which will control both in 
one operation. These combination fungi- 
cide-insecticides are inexpensive and 
their application is but a simple task. 
| have yet to lose a hybrid tea. from 
winter injury if it has entered the win- 
ter in a healthy condition. 


Method of Mounding 


If roses are planted 18 inches or more 
apart, the soil required to make mounds 
‘an be pulled up with a hoe from the 
bed in which they are planted: otherwise, 
it should be hauled in from another 
part of the garden. If I had only a few 
roses to protect, | would not cover es- 
tablished plants until about Thanksgiv- 
ing Day (in northern Ohio), but with 
several thousand roses, I find it neces- 
sary to start piling up the soil in early 
October. The canes are not cut back or 
mulch applied. though, until the middle 
of November.

Chrysanthemums 


Chrysanthemums are almost the only 
flowers in bloom outdoors, unless 
you are able to grow late-sown annuals 
in your region. If the chrysanthemum 
plants are not too tall and you followed 
earlier Pointers about planting chrysan- 
themums in readiness for fall transplant- 
ing, you can now move them to any lo- 
cation desired. Water the plants two 
days before lifting, so that the soil will 
hold together. Replant firmly and water. 

Late-blooming varieties may be lifted, | 
potted and taken indoors to flower. It

is not necessary to use large pots; the 
6-inch or 7-inch size is sufficient. Some 


of the roots and excess soil can be re- 
moved without any effect on the plant.

Vegetable Harvest 


Store beets, carrots and potatoes in a 
cold cellar if available or in an outdoor 


pit. Beets and carrots may be stored to- 
gether.

1 foot or more deep and 2 feet or more 
wide. Pile the roots in the shape of a 
tepee and cover them with hay or straw. 
then with For an opening at one 
end, you can use hay and boards. If you 
have only a small quantity of roots to 
store, you may want to use a half barrel.

either DDT lead arsenate, the latter 
applied at the rate of 1 pound per 100 
square feet. You can mix the powder 
with a shovelful of dry sand or sifted 
ashes for easier distribution. Or you 
can dissolve it in 3 or 4 gallons of water 
and apply with a watering can or 
sprayer. 

Apply DDT as a 10 per cent dust 
at the rate of 6 pounds per 1,000 square 
feet. Mixing it with a carrier, as in the 
case of lead arsenate, assists in even 
distribution. The powder does not dis- 


solve in water unless you purchase it 
with a wetting agent. Both DDT and 


lead arsenate are effective in the soil for 
at least three years. 


Watering 


I want to repeat my warning against 
late watering. Nature’s tendency in the 
fall, at least in this region, is toward 
dryness, which, like frost, induces rip- 
ening of the tissues in preparation for 
winter. You can follow this trend, to a de- 
gree. Do not water established rhoden- 
drons, other broad-leaved evergreens or 
conifers. especially where these are in- 
clined to be tender. Late October or 
early November is soon enough in this 
region to get sufficient moisture into the 
soil before a heavy ground freeze. There 


will be litthe danger of injury to plants | 


and shrubs kept under a mulch. Plants 
which start the winter in a poorly rip- 
ened condition are much more 
able to injury. 


Mulehing 


Covering plants too soon against cold 
is a mistake. The true tender plants 
must be protected where exposure to 
low temperatures will cause injury, but 
hardy and semihardy plants do not need 
this early protection. A killing frost is a 
matter of degree. A frost which will kill 
dahlia tops, tomato vines, zinnias and 
petunias will have little effect on chrys- 
anthemums and no effect on 
drangeas, buddleia or climbing hybrid 
tea roses, all of which are supposed to 
be semihardy. But hardiness is relative; 
what makes one plant hardy and another 
tender is not fully known.

Your particular region will determine 
the winter use you make of your cold- 
frame. If the vegetables mentioned un- 
der September Pointers are given ade- 
quate nightly protection, they can be 
picked for another month. Chrysanthe- 
mums and plants which are not depend- 
ably hardy with you can be overwintered 
in the coldframe. The amount of pro- 
tection possible will depend upon the 
depth inside the frame. On the same level 
as the ground outside, you will get but 
little protection from cold, but there is 
more protection at a depth of from 12 
to 18 inches. If manure or soil is 
mounded around the sides of the frame 
and mats or other covering placed over 
the sash, pansies, daisies, forget-me-nots 
and similar plants can be wintered over. 


Greenhouse Pointers 


A greenhouse is akin to a coldframe 
with respect to temperature control. The 
coating which was applied to glass to 
shade plants can now be removed. Per- 
haps you have chrysanthemums in your 
greenhouse now and are planning a 
follow-up for winter with such plants as 
cineraria, schizanthus and snapdragon, 
in addition to those potted up outdoors 
such as geraniums, Christmas 
and _ begonias. 


cherries 


Watering and ventilating must be pro- 
vided carefully. Ventilate only a little in 


the morning, more as the temperature 
rises; wet down walks on bright days 


and adjust the amount of watering to 
plants as it is needed. Floors and foliage 
should be dry at night before the green- 
house is closed up; wet foliage at night 
invites a world of trouble in the way of 
disease. 





Beginners’ Corner 
FN estieny crop is any crop sown to 
cover otherwise unoccupied soil or 
an area left bare by the removal of an- 
other crop. Thus, a cover crop is gen- 
erally sown from late summer through 
late fall. As such, it serves a three-fold 


purpose: it holds on to any plant food 
nutrients that otherwise might be leached 
and lost; it prevents 
washing away of the soil itself; 
important of all, it supplies valuable 
organic matter, because it is dug 
plowed into the soil in spring when it is 
about

12 inches high. Rye or rye grass 
—two different crops—are generally used, 
as the seed can be sown quite late in 
the season. About 2 pounds per 100 
square feet is the proportion used. The 
clovers are also valuable, -because they 


take nitrogen, a valuable plant nutrient, 
out of the air and deposit it in the soil. 


But clover, in order to become estab- 
lished by winter, must be sown in August 
or early September. The quantity gen- 


erally used is 1 ounce per 100 square feet.
